A late member for Cariboo, who was 
a staunch supporter of Lis colleague, 
the attorney general, used to frequently 
assert that "every man has his price;"

to whom is entrusted an Indian agency 
in the district returning him. It is 
rumored, but we do not vouch for the 
veracity of the statement, that these 
gentlemen, following the example of 
their leader, sat and voted in the House 
with their commissions in their pock- 
ets. It is needless to state that they 
arc and always have been thick and 
thin and right or wrong supporters of 
the present government. It is hoped 
they will fill their respective positions 
with tho ability they have displayed 
as representatives of the people. 

TllF. SCHOOLS. 

Much impatience is manifested by 
the public to see the report of Hie com- 
mittee on public schools, which has 
been burked by the government. We 
intend to satisfy tho public craving by 
publishing tho gist of the report so 
soon as it shall have been compiled 
from our reporter's notes. The report 
is a masterly and exhaustive document; 
it deals with the question from a pub- 
lic standpoint and presents the super- 
intendent in n light which demon- 
strates his unfitness for tho position. 
Whatever may be said of the finding 
of the committee it cannot be urged 
that its members were actuated by a 
partisan spirit, inasmuch as a majority 
of the committee are government sup- 
porters, and one of its members is a 
government official. We hope to pre- 
sent the report in as full a shape as 
possible to-morrow. We understand 
that an application will be made to-day 
for a writ of injunction to stop the 
publication; and that failing an in- 
junction a prosecution for libel will bo 
instituted. The injunction, if issued, we 
must obey; but the threat of a libel 
suit we treat with tho contempt it 
merits. 

"L'HOMME QUI HIT." 



It is a remarkable fact that none of 
tho organs of the local government 
have attempted in any way to excuse, 
palliate or explain the action of their 
masters in refusing to treat with tho 
Dominion agent for the transfer of tho 
public lands to the Dominion. The 
only inference that can be drawn from 
their silence is that they do not approve 
of the conduct of the local government, 
but are afraid to express any opinion 
thereupon. The N. W. Herald has 
ventured to refer to the matter as if 
the insult ofl'ered to tho Dominion 
through its agent was one of the best 
jokes of the session; but beyond that 
the little creature has not ventured. 
When it shall have got its cue from 
Victoria it will strike out boldly; but 
for the present it will only cut monkey- 
shines and avoid the issue.

To the Editor ok The Colonist: 
Sir.- — The suppression of the report of 
the committee on educational matters 
docs not accord very well with some 
statements coming from the govern- 
ment benches. The Walkem govern- 
ment have professed themselves in 
favor of a full investigation of every 
department in any way under their 
control. In refusing to print and cir- 
culate the report of a committee ap- 
proved of by the House they havo been 
guilty of a gross disrespect to the re- 
presentatives of the people. By the 
dismissal of the former Superintendent 
of Education and the substitution of 



the person at present in charge, it was 
always claimed that the. errors which 
existed, or were supposed to exist, 
would be remedied. The only means 
whereby the general public can form 
any idea of the educational progress, 
expenditure, attendance and number 
of schools within the Province is by 
the superintendent's report. What the 
government can gain by the suppres- 
sion of what we suppose to be a criti- 
cism of this report we cannot tell. Do 
they suppose they can maintain that 
the superintendent is infallible, or that 
the present system is protection ? "We 
are simply agents acting for tho peo- 
ple," says Mr. Walkem. Ho ought to 
have added the saving clause of, when 
they think as we ivish. But, sir, he can- 
not control an enlightened community 
like the people of this Province, and 
any attempt to act in any other capa 
city than that kid clown by his own 
words will expose him and his col- 
leagues. I am glad to see there am 
members who are guided by their own 
sense of right or wrung, and did not 
blindly follow the government in their 
base attempt to withhold this document 
from tho public. However, when you 
publish an account of it in your paper 
we shall find out what rendered it so 
obnoxious. There is one thing quite 
patent to any one who has taken the 
trouble to enquiro into the matter, and 
that is the .school system of the Pro- 
vince has undergone no very material 
change, ami those great expectations 
which had been raised by Mr. Mc- 
Kenzie's appointment are far from be- 
ing realized. That gentleman brings 
sweeping charges against the teachers, 
and it is only right that we should 
hear both sides of the question. I do 
not suppose that it is fair to compare 
our educational system with that of 
older communities; or that Mr. Mc- 
Kenzie can suddenly transform our 
schools; but I do expect that every 
suggestion should be fairly discussed 
and every information made available. 
As far as relates to the supervision of 
district schools it is still very imperfect, 
and it is unwise to allow any one man 
to draw up examination papers, for tho 
questions may bo simply a series of 
puzzles, not in any way necessary to de- 
termine the qualifications of a person 
for teaching a country school. I shall 
await the publication of your notes of 
tiie roport, and then hope that the 
whole subject will be fully discussed 
with a fairness and impartiality which 
has not been shown by Mr. Walkem 
and his followers.

A Geneva dispatch says part cf the 
roof of St. Gothard tunnel, G.'SOO met- 
res from tho south entrance, fell on 
Thursday, killing three workingmen. 

Pestii, May 8. — -The Lower House 
has decided to accede to the demand 
of the judicial authorities for tho sur- 
render of Verhocvay and other depu- 
ties on account of their connection 
with the duel between Verhocvay and 
Baron Maithenyi.

The greatest alarm prevails in 
Tiples in consequence of tho discovery 
of locust eggs and unless they are ex- 
terminated before development a fam- 
ine through Caucasus will be inevitable. 

TURKEY. 

London, May 8 — Tho council of war at 
Constantinople unanimously clucidos that 
tho assassin of Col. CommorofT is guilty. 
Tho prisoner will ho oxocutod in tho 
courso of this wook. 

Constantinople, May 9— Tho inhabi- 
tants of Bitlis havo rovulted because) tho 
governor had recoived ordora to send all 
availablo coreals to Van and Bash Kalch, 
as telegrams from Evgerocan stated that 
Van and Bash Kaloh wero hopoleasly 
famine-stricken, and Bitlis was tho near- 
est point whenco assistanco could bosont. 
It is believed that tho govornor coniiivod 
at tho resistance of his people, and tho 
English and Russian Embassies havo com- 
plained to tho Porto against him. The 
Porto is engrossed with military prepara- 
tions.

— Mr. Edward Oawlor 
Prior has resigned tho position of in- 
spector of mines and government agent 
at Nanaimo to enter tho old estab- 
lished iron and hardware house of Mr. 
Alfred Fellows, Yates street. Tho firm's 
name will bo Fellows & Prior. Mr. Prior 
has discharged tho arduous duties of his 
late position with marked ability and 
fidelity. On public grounds his with- 
drawal from the civil service is regretable; 
but in Mr. Prior's interest wo are delight- 
ed to hear of the change. 

The funeral of the late Mr. T. S. Al- 
latt, which took place on Sunday after- 
noon, was largely attended. A numer- 
ous attendance from tho Royal Arch Chap- 
ter of Masons, and upwards of 20 vehicles 
occupied by friends of tho deceased gen- 
tleman followed the hearse to the grave. 



Tho steamer Grapplor, Capt. Meyer, 
arrived from Fort Wrangel and all tho 
way ports yesterday morning. Sho sailed 
from Wrangel on the 4th inst. ; met steam- 
er California at 8 p.m. on the 7th in Fitz- 
hugh Sound; and the Princess Louise on 
the 7th in the Gulf of Georgia, both 
bound north. Stickeen river was still 
frozen with no prospect of immediate 
change. As there wero few Indians at 
Wrangel on account of the late war, trade 
was dull. Skeena river was open and the 
fishermen had begun operations. ' 

"W." writes us from Wrangol to say 
that on Monday the 2d inst. a dog was 
heard barking in a house in which a man 
named John Phillips Molmer, native of 
Prussia, naturalized in tho 4th district 
court of San Francisco on Sept. Cth, 
1859, lived. Tho house was found to bo 
lucked. It was broken open and Molmer 
was found dead, having suicided with a 
Remington ritle. Tho whole top of his 
head was blown oil" and his whole brain 
lay on the floor. On tho window he had 
written with soap: "Not guilty of any 
crime. Only ruining myself by talking 
too much nonsense. Amen." Tho man 
was crazy. He was formerly a member 
of the Odd Fellows and the Order of 
Druids, and imagined tho Odd Fellows 
were endeavoring to kill him. Several 
years ago ho was at Sitka and occupied a 
room in a house in which a hoochenoo 
distiller named Chas. Dicker, a discharg- 
ed soldier, also occupied a room for dis- 
tilling. Fearing that the military would 
blamo him ho gave information of tho 
facts. Dicker was confined several 
months for the offence and from conver- 
sations with the man Dicker must have 
threatened him, as he left Sitka for Cali- 
fornia on that account. Funeral service 
was held by the Prosbytorian missionary, 
Father Althorp attending, and tho body 
was decently interred. His effects aro in 
tho hands of Mr. W. F. Bold, a merchant, 
and from whom 1 learn that he had about 
SfioO in coin. 

Houso EroaMng. 

At a quarter past 2 o'clock on Sunday 
morning Mr. W. G. Norris'store,situatodon 
Johnson street, was entered by burglars. 
Tho condition of the premises shows that 
tho men effected an entrance by removing 
a pane of glass from the side window 
which enabled them to loosen the fasten- 
ings and raise the sash. They first went 
through the shop and took a few small 
coins from the till and subsequently cut a 
panel of the passage door and proceeded 
up stairs. Having passed through and 
carefully investigated the bedroom in 
which Mr. Norris was sleeping they enter- 
ed the apartment occupied by Miss Norris 
who was aroused from her si umbers by feel- 
ing the hand of one of the burglars on her 
face. The young lady, being naturally al- 
armed at the intrusion, screamed violent- 
ly and the burglars took tothoii heels and 
made their escape.

EVIDENCE 

Taken before tho Select Committee ap- 
pointed to enquire into tho working of 
the Public School Act, and into tho 
statements made by the Superintendent 
of Education in his Report of 1870, re- 
specting tho conduct of tho teachers 
and others. Committee — Messrs. Hum- 
phreys, Mara, Ferguson, Helgesen am! 
Vernon. 

Friday, April 22nd, 1880. 
The Committee met in the Speaker's 
room at 10 a.m. All tho members pro- 
sent. 

Mr. McKenzie submitted tho following 
statement in confirmation of his report. 
(See Appendix D.) 

Mr. McKenzie also stated that iu tho 
reports for tho month of October, 1870, 
tho Principal of tho Girls School sent tho 
average of her own division and that of 
each of tho teachors under her, acting 
under direction, in an improper form, in- 
asmuch as each of theso avoragc3 con- 
tained between twenty and thirty figures, 
and that it was dono as an act of imper- 
tinence. 

Do you mean the average daily atten- 
dance ! Ans. — Yes. 

What do you moan by containing twen- 
ty and thirty figures ? Ans. — In the de- 
cimal part — i.e., after the integer. 

You mean that the decimal average of 
attendance is worked out of twonty and 
thirty places of decimals ? Ans. — Yes. 

Do the rules and regulations roquirc 
tho teacher to work out the average to 
any number of decimals? Ans. — No. 

Then why do you say that it was dono 
as an act of impertinence I Ans. — no- 
cause there was no necessity for putting 
down more than two or three figures. 

What steps did you take to correct that 
impertinence? Ans.— -I wrote the follow- 
ing letter, and received the answer annex- 
ed. (See Appendix E.) 

Why do you go to the trouble of work- 
ing out the average to thirty places of 
decimals when two or three would have 
been sufficient I Ans. — It was no trouble 
to 1110 to work it out ; and to see if tho 
impertinonco had been well carried out. 

Was there any other causo of complaint 
against tho teacher with regard to that re- 
port I Ans. — No. 

Do you not think i( would have been 
mure becoming iu your position as super- 
intendent to have written to the teacher 
and requested her in tho future to only 
work out the average attendance to ono 
or two decimals? Ans. — I thought it host 
to write in the way I did. The teacher 
never repeated the impertinence. 

Have the trustees of any school signifi- 
ed their dissatisfaction with any toacher 
during the past twelve months, or has 
any teacher been dismissed ( Ans. — The 
trustees have signified their dissatisfac- 
tion witli their teacher by dismissing 
them in the following instances : The 
Nanaimo trustees dismissed two lady 
teachers ; all the teachers in Victoria 
have received notice of dismissal ; tho 
same at New Westminster ; tho former 
teacher of Salt Spring resigned by request 
also others. 

Do you consider the monthly reports to 
parents beneficial to the system of edu- 
cation ? Ans. — Extremely so. 

Explain how. Ans — It keeps the par- 
ents informed as to tho progress, atten- 
dance, punctuality and good conduct of 
their children. 

How long will it take a teacher to ex- 
amine a class! Ans. — From twonty to 
thirty minutes.

The committee met in the speaker's 
room at 10 a.m. Present— Mr. Vernon, 
chairman, and Messrs. Helgesen, Fergu- 
son and Mara. 

Examination of Mr. Mackenzie con- 
tinued. 

Have you advertised during tho last 
six months in Ontario for teachers ? Ans. 
No, I did not, but I beliovo tho New 
Westminster trustees have. 

Do you approve of that course ! Ans.— 
[ do net, but f have no power to prevent 
it. 

Do you consider you have done all in 
your power to promote the educational 
interests of the Province ! Ans. — I have. 

In what manner ? Ans. — Tho improve- 
ments are embodied in Appendices A.B. 
CD., and the changes in tho school act, 
as set forth in page 11)3, of my report of 
1870. 

Mr. Thomas Nicholson.- lama Mem- 
ber of the Victoria Board of School Trus- 
tees. 

Have thi! rules ami regulations of tho 
Victoria Schools been carried out during 
the past year ? Ans. — Yes, as far as I 
kno w. 

Has the superintendent done his duty ! 
Ans. 1 think not as a superintendent 
should. 

Wheroin has ho failed! Ans. — He has 
failed when in visiting schools to point 
out any defects to the teachers in their 
method of teaching, and school manage- 
ment. 

Are there any defects in the method of 
teaching and of school management. 

Ans. — Yes, I think so. 

Will you point out the defects? Ans. — 
Teachers have to give a large proportion 
of their time in endeavoring to record 
the daily recitations of the pupils of tho 
different classes, as well as their standing. 
This necessarily takes away their atten- 
tion, — attention that should be concen- 
trated on their classes. It reduces tho 
teachers to mere hearers of lessons. All 
the best authorities agree that conversa- 
tional methods should be used in teaching 
young children, as almost every part of 
the text book requires explanation and 
illustration. 

Name some of these authorities ! Ans. 
Tho ex-Principal of the Normal School, 
Toronto ; the superintendent of schools 
in Calif ornia ; Herbert Spencer Wicker- 
shame, author of several works on educa- 
tion ; Page and Northing. I consider 
that a portion of the monthly reports 
sent to parents aro necessarily incorrect. 
In hearing a class recito on any subject, 
some will get easy questions and some 
more difficult ones. The same in spelling 
and other subjects. Tho Victoria School 
is supposed to bo a graded school. Many 
of the teachers have never taught in a 
graded school before. In order to have 
a uniform system carried out it will bo 
necessary for tho superintendent, to in- 
struct the teachers in tho manner and 
illustrate (he method of teaching. It 
should be the duty of the superintendent 
to call the teachors together from time to 
time to instruct them in their duties, to 
ascertain the wants of the schools, to dis- 
cuss school matters, such as discipline, 
management and tho method of teaching. 

Is due courtesy paid to the superintend- 
ent by tho teachers ! Ans— Yes, I think 
so. 

Does tho superintendent pay proper re- 
spect to the teachors ? Ans. — Several of 
tho teachers inform me that he does not. 

Canyon give any instances? Ans. — I 
noticed on ono occasion that his manner 
was rough and brusque. Tho teachers 
remonstrated about tho difficulty of car- 
rying out some rules, when he told them 



that if they didn't liko it ho could get 
others to fill their places. 

Do you know if any teacher has written 
letters of a malicious character to tho 
press against tho superintendent of Edu- 
cation ? Ans. — I do not. 

Have you written any letters yourself 
Ans. — I have not. I deny having placed 
any obstacle or obstrutction in the way of 
tho superintendent, or having tried to get 
people to write against him in the press. 
I always endeavoured to assist him in 
every way in promoting the interests of 
the schools. I have differed from him, 
and have expressed to him and others 
how I differed from him.

Mr. Nicholson was requested to submit 
in writing any suggestions that he thinks 
will advance the interests of education in 
tho province. 

Mr. James Fell — 1 am a member of the 
Victoria School Board. 

Have the rules and regulations of the 
Victoria schools been carried out! Ans.— 
They have not. 

Have you read the superintendent's re- 
port for 1870, and, if so, do you think it 
is substantially correct as regards tho 
Victoria school.' Ans. — It is; and 1 be- 
lieve that what takes place in Victoria i.s 
a fair index of what takes place in the 
whole province. 

Do you think Mr. McKenzie is a com- 
petent and efficient officer! Ans. — I think 
he is. I don't think a better officer can 
be had at the present time. 

Has there been any lack of courtesy on 
the part of the superintendent to tho trus- 
tees! Ans.-- None whatever. There is 
tho greatest harmony between the super- 
intendent and the trustees. 

Has there been any lack of courtesy on 
the part of the teachers to the superinten- 
dent! Ans. — One of the teachers waited 
on me to see if I could get the examina- 
tion put off. He spoke to me in a very 
contemptuous manner of the superinten- 
dent, and told me what the other teach- 
ers said of him. 

Does this bad feeling arise from per- 
sonal motives, or is it against tho system? 
Ans. — It if raised against the superinten- 
dent in consequence of his attempt to 
carry out the School Act, and attempting 
to put a curb on them that was never 
placed on them before. 

Do you think there arc any defects iu 
the method of teaching! Ans. 1 am not 
in a position to judge, but as far as I 
know tho system is a good one. Tho \ 
trouble is that tho teachers resist what 
they consider additional duties imposed 
on them. (Signed)

ftaro Scono in tho Commons. 

Ottawa, April 18. 
In order to assist the reader in under- 
stand the facts hereafter narrated it is 
necessary to stato that at a Ministerial 
caucus held in the middle of last week it 
was decided that the only persons who 
should speak during the debate 011 the 
Yale- Kaniloops branch of the Pacific rail- 
road wero Charles Tuppor, Mr. Langevin, 
and Sir John Macdonald on tho Minister- 
ial side. Sir Charles was to make 
his announcement anil Mr. Blake 
to follow with his amendment. 
Mr. Charlton directed the Speaker's 
attention to the lateness of the hour and 
to tho fact that a number of members de- 
sired to speak 011 the subject, therefore he 
moved the adjournment of the debate. 
Then ensued a scene of indescribable con- 
fusion. The Ministerialists were present 
in strong numbers, ready for the division. 
Sir John Macdonald threw himself back 
in his chair, gave his head two or three of 
those peculiar jerks so characteristic of 
him when excited, and shouted "Lost! 
Lost!" at tho height of his voice. The cry 
was taken up and re-echoed from the Min- 
isterial benches. Mr. Mackenzie rose, and 
as soon as the turbulent element had been 
somewhat quieted do mantled of the Premier 
his reasons for objecting to an adjourn- 
ment. Sir John replied that ho wished 
tho debate closed that sitting. The im- 
possibility of granting tho request was 
pointed out by Mr. Mackenzie, and con- 
siderable cross-firing took place between 
the two leaders, but no satisfactory de- 
cision was reached. At this juncture tho 
cosmospolitan member for the city of Vic- 
toria, Amor DoCosmos, arose from his 
scat, a few tiers behind the Premier, and 
with silk hat in one hand and eye-glasses 
in the other - the latter he used as if 
emphasizing his utterances — he contri- 
buted his Influence in support of the tip- 
position request. Sir John still refused 
to yield. Mr. DeCosmoa reminded tho 
House that during the evening ho had 
yielded his right to tho floor in favor of 
the Minister of Public Works, and, there- 
fore, ho thought the Premier should have 
courtesy enough at least to grant his re- 
quest. At this persistent thwarting of 
his wishes by a nominal follower, Sir 
John became much excited. His face was 
suffused with passion, and turning half 
round in his chair he angrily shouted to 
his colleague from Victoria city, "One 
would supposo that the lion, member was 
avorso to the amendment being defeated. " 
Mr. DeCosmos, begining too to lose a little 
of the normal placidity of his temper, in- 
dignantly repelled the Premier's insinua- 
tion, and added that no object was to be 
served by defeating the motion that even- 
ing any more than on Monday. Mr. 
Charlton again pressed for an adjourn- 
ment and asked why the Premier had not 
replied to tho serious charges of misre- 
presentation proven against him by the 
member for West Durham. He said he 
bolieved it was pure cowardice that pre- 
vented the Premier from replying, and 
theconntry would view his conduct as such. 
Amidst a storm of shouts the question of 
adjournment was put and declared lost. 
Mr. Charlton began to collect his notes 
and the Houso prepared itself for a de- 
bate against time, as tho Opposition, 
on tho decision being given by tho 
Premier, threatened that the Gov- 
ernment would gain nothing by the 
refusal of adjournment Before Mr. 
Charlton could get ready for spc. ik- 
ing Mr. DeCosmos claimed the floor. The 
ministerialists manifested dissent, but tho 
opposition loudly chcerc! him. Mr. 
Barnard and several other members ran 
over to DeCosmos' seat and tried to per- 
suado him not to speak. Hero it may be 
remarkod that Mr. DeCosmos never at- 
tends caucuses, and therefore was un- 
aware of the agreement that none of tho 
rank and file of tho ministerialists were 
to speak. Even if ho had known it is 
doubtful whether he would have 
abstained from speaking, as there is con- 
siderable of the "pure cussedness" of 
antipathy to party dictation in his com- 
position. Sir John shouted back some- 
thing defiant to his colleague, but tho up- 
roar drowned hifl words. The excite- 
ment was infectious, and Mr. DeCosmos 
stated that since the Government wero 
determined to go on they would have to 
sit there, perhaps, till eight o'clock, in tho 
morning, as he was prepared to speak for 
one, two, three, or four hours if neces- 
sary. Ho guessed he had as much physi- 
cal endurance as the leader of tho Gov- 
ernment, and if the latter could stand it 
he was certain ho could. At this ex- 
pression of dofmnco the opposition loudly 



cheered, and their cheers becamo general 
os DeCosmos reached for his notes. Peals 
of laughter echoed through the chamber 
as ho drew a voluminous pile of papers 
from his desk and spread them before 
him. He took his watch from his pocket 
and began to time his commencing. Shouts 
of "Wind it up," and renewed peals of 
laughter and cheers greeted this episode. 
In the minds of all present the story of 
his famous forty-eight hours speech 
against time became vivid. After a few 
preliminary arrangements of notes the 
speech commenced. With the speech little 
has to bo done hero savo to say that it 
was a general attack 011 both the policy of 
the government and tho opposition. As 
soon as the opening remarks fell upon 
the ears of tho House the premier left the 
chamber and sought a congenial atmos- 
phere elsewhere. Many members went 
to tho basement, while othors, re- 
maining in tho chamber, disposed of them- 
selves pretty much as they pleased. Sov- 
eral hummed operatic airs; others chant- 
ed the refrain of tho Marseillaise, or in- 
dulged in a paper rattle, or went to sleep; 
a few patronizingly listened to the orator, 
while that imp of mischief, Mr. Landry, 
made matters lively generally. Ho had 
rolled a fur cap into a bundle and fasten- 
ed it to a long string. With this missile 
he disturbed till (ho sleeping members 
and plagued those who were wide awake. 
Iu the galleries only two or threo drowsy 
lookers on were visible. One o'clock came 
and still the Premier's colleague from Vic- 
toria City was speaking. Two o'clock came 
and still tho voice of tho " nation-maker" 
was heard abovo the snores of tho sleep- 
ing representatives of the people. At a 
quarter to threo he was still bravely talk- 
ing on, and with apparently only a small 
inroad made into his pile of notes. How- 
ever, at this juncture Sir John Macdon- 
ald entered the chamber and whispered 
to the lion. James Macdonald. The lat- 
ter passed tho word to Mr. DeCosmos, 
who ceased speaking and moved tho ad- 
journmont of the debate. The Speaker 
put the motion, which was declared car- 
ried. 



THE PLAGUE OF LIFE. 

Now York Lady's Hocord of Sorvant 
Maids, Eublishodin tho "Horald." 

In relation to tho "servant question'' 
I would liko to send you a few un- 
varnished facts. 1. am a young mar- 
ried woman, and have kept bouse sev- 
eral years. 1 began, during the first 
year, to keep a list of my "help,'' tho 
length of their stay, and reasons for 
discharging thorn. The perusal of this 
list may be interesting to some of your 
renders who have suffered : — 

No. 1. — Irish woman about forty 
years old ; threo months ; discharged 
for stealing. Shi; afterward engineer- 
ed a burglary by which wo lost $300 
worth of clothing. 

No. 2. — English girl ; one year; dis- 
charged for drunkenness. 

No. .1. — Irish; two months; left 
without an hour's notice to accept a 
place with a "friend." 

No. '1. — Irish ; three months. She 
was above the average. I allowed 
her to use my sewing machine to make 
her wedding clothes, and assisted her 
a good deal with them. In return she 
stole from me a valuable ostrich plume 
went out for a walk one hot July clay, 
and never came back, leaving me with 
my own housework to do and a babe 
to care for. 

No. 5. — German; one year; honest 
but ignorant of even the rudiments of 
cooking or housework. Discharged 
finally for stubbornness and insolence. 

No. 6. — Colored ; two weeks ; very 
dirty, and stole everything she could 
lay her hands on. 

No. 7. — German (No. 5 back again) 
promised to be good if 1 would take 
her back ; tried hor for nearly a year 
and dischargee] hor for insolence. She 
has since applied to me three times for 
reinstatement. 

No. 8. — A terrible creature ; no re- 
ference; saucy, dirty; informed me 
that I was not rich enough for her, 
and that she could not live without 
eggs, steak', bacon and onions for her 
lunches. Three days. 

No. 9. — A lazy, dirty Southern 
negro ; would not work. Said she 
would hire somebody to breatho for 
her if she could. On hot days she 
hired an Iiish woman to do her ironing, 
while she wont to bed. Three months.

A BYLAW 

Tor tho Bottor Obsorvanco of tho 
Sabbath. 

BE IT ENACTED BY TEE MAYOR 
and Council of tho Corporation of tho 
City of Victoria as follows: — 

1. No person shall keep open on tho 
Sabbath day for the sale of goods, wares 
or merchandise by wliolesalo or retail, 
other than liquor by rotail, any storo, 
warehouse or other place of business. 

2. No person shall keep any saloon 
open for tho salo of liquor by retail be- 
tween tho hours of ten o'clock in tho 
forenoon and live o'clock in the afternoon 
of any Sabbath day. 

3. No person shall keep open any bar- 
ber shop between tho hours of 10 o'clock 
in the forenoon and five o'clock in tho 
afternoon on the Sabbath day. 

4. No person shall keep open for the 
sale of liquor by rotail any bar in any 
hotel or grocery between the hours of ton 
o'clock in tho forenoon and fivo o'clock 
on tho afternoon of any Sabbath day. 

5. It shall not be lawful to discharge 
any cargo, except live stock, from any 
ship, steamer, schooner, sloop or vossol 
of any description on the Sabbath day. 

G. It shall not l)o lawful for any per- 
son to peddle any description of goods, 
except milk, on the Sabbath day. 

7- Any person guilty of any infraction 
of this bylaw shall be subject to a penalty 
not exceeding twenty live dollars nor loss 
than five dollars. 

Every penalty imposed by this bylaw 
may, together with the costs of convic- 
tion, bo recovered in a summary manner 
before the Police Magistrate of the City 
of Victoria or any Justice of tho Peace 
having jurisdiction within tho limits of 
tho City of Victoria, and may bo levied 
by distress and sale of tho goods and 
chatties of the offender, and in default of 
payment of such penalty and costs, then 
by imprisonment of such offender for any 
term not exceeding one calendar month 
in ono of Her Majesty's gaols. 

This bylaw may be cited as tho Sabbath 
Opservanco Bylaw, 1880.
